he had been living recently.

tracted a severe cold, which 
devel 


oped into pleurisy and then into pneu- 
monia. 
From the first his age told

In the foreign quarters of New 


York's great East Side it is no un- 
common thine to sec a crowd of ex- 
cited men and women huddled in 
front of a bnildiug clamoring in a 
jargon of harsh dialects for tlieir 
money, says the St. Louis Republic. 
\Vomen are wringing their hands. 
men, with distorted faces and hys- 
terical gesture, are pressing against 
the closed door and Inipotently shak- 
ing their flsts at the window, where a 
sign in foreign language proclaims 
the place to be a bank. 


One could scarcely call It a run on 


the bank, for bank and banker are 
gone. 
Considered as an affair of 


modern banking business, it is of no 
consequence. 
Possibly 
not 
more 


than $10,000 is involved altogether, 
and it has no significance in the great 
ganio of high finance. It is simply 
one of the petty crimes of low fin- 
ance repeated frequently In every city 
of the United States, where there is 
a large foreign population. 


In New York city these petty 


crimes of finance have been going on 
and increasing steadily ever since the 
grfiut steamship companies began to 
land multitudes of Hungarians and 
It all-ins ai Kills Island. These crimes 
concern only the simple immigrants 
who have been duped and plundered 
by their own countrymen, and evi- 
dence necessary for conviction is so 
difficult to obtain that Investigation 
usually goes no further than a mere 
record of the fact on the police blot- 
ter in the precinct where the crime 
occurs 


Yet so persistently is the work of a 


band of conspirators carried on here 
that the immigrants of the East Side 
arc swindled out of more than Sl,- 
000,000 every year. There are, all 
told, between 700 and 800 banking 
places in New York conducted in the 
foreign 
language 
and 
patronized 


largely by the immigrant class. 


They spring up everywhere In the 


Italian and Hungarian quarters, and 
ordinarily are short lived. They are 
found chiefly in saloons and grocery 
srores., and not infrequently a shrewd 
bootblack opens a banking business 
In connection with his business of 
shining shoes. 


In a number of the Hungarian or 


Italian newspapers published on the 
East Side you will find from fifty to 
100 advertisements of these so-called 
banks. 
A recent issue of a Hungar- 


ian paper printed in the Middle West 
contained glowing advertisements of 
hixi;.--:;e\en banks for Hungarians in 
Cleveland alone. In New York the 
number is proportionately larger. 
These advertisements are the best 
so.ircc' of revenue to the publisher, 
and each one tells In eloquent words 
i n'cuKited TO appeal to the simple 
I'easr.ut mind that "this is the only 
Hungarian bank in Amerlca'author- 
izod to send vour hard-earned dollars 
anil cents to your kindred across the 
oroan."

Americans for this heavy work, al- 
though it was thought that some of 
the hardy negroes of the Southern 
States might be able to survive the 
ordea! of worlun.T all day In the 
trencher, of (he tropics.

Wino merchants say that 
even more avaricious than club slew- 
aids are some butlers of private fam- 
ilies, .iii:l one woll known family in 
Now York was nearly exterminated 
by poison before, the butler's butcher 
was chosen. At one timo the entire 
family with the exception of one son, 
was 111 with ptomaine poisoning. The 
head of the house tells now with con- 
siderable zest how spoiled food came 
on tho table, meals were uneatable 
nnd the family had to take to dining 
out. That particular butler was dis- 
charged, but the next one selector' 
his own tradesman and no questions 
were asked. 


The lady's maid also finds means 


to augment her income. 
Madam's 


last season's dresses, of course, de- 
scend to Clarlnda, but there are pur- 
chases to bo made. There are the 
milliner 
and the 
dressmaker, the 


hosier and the glover. It might not 
be thoughtthat ladie^'tnilorsof great 
names would stoop to such things. 
Nevertheless, it is truo that ladies' 
maids draw the commissions for In- 
fluencing their mistresses in the pro- 
per way. This is a work of diplom- 
acy and deserves good pay, for most 
women think they know without any 
telling who Is the best dressmaker or 
milliner. 
In the matter of gloves 


find hosiery and various other toilet 
accessories it Is easier to earn the 
pay. Many of those things are left 
entirely to the maid, and she has lit- 
tle else to do than to collect the com- 
mission. 


Take 
tho janitor, for 
instance. 


Most persons move into a now apart- 
ment In a hurry. With a rush and in 
a general turmoil and turgid whirl 
of mishandled lares and penatcs the 
family lands in its new abode tired 
and hungry, fortunate If there is 
other light than a tallow dip—-for 
the octopus takes its time about 
turning on the gas—and appeals to 
the janitor for-streeor in the dire ex- 
tremity. 
He recommends a certain 


butcher, baker and grocer. If it so 
happens that the hardened mover 
has got in with a fair degree of com- 
fort and proceeds to find his own 
tradesmen without consultation with 
the autocrat, that Individual will af- 
ter a brief interval suggest the men 
who may bo found satisfactory to 
deal with. And it will be generally 
found conducive TO the peace of the 
tenant to agree with the janitor and 
avoid discussion. 


The janitor frequently goes to the 


tradesman and demands a commis- 
sion on tho business of every one in 
the apartment, house. 
Ko does not 


ask this as a favor. He demands It 
as a right and states it as a sine qua 
nou of the tradesman entering the 
building. This commission is usuall> 
]0 per cent, of the amount of the 
bill. To enforce his demand the jan- 
itor has evcrv moans at his disposal. 
There are poster rules for delivering 
goods, and it will be often found that 
the messengers of 
the rebellious 


tradesmen arc harassed lu o\ery pos- 
sible way until upon some pretext 
thOi are forbidden entrance to the 
building. 
If tho tenant bo recalci- 


trant, his food disappears, the milk 
Is sour, tho meat tainted, dinner is 
late because the groceries are not de- 
livered. All sorts of methods aro at 
the disposal of the janitor, until both 
tradesman mid customer give in, tho 
specified nuin is employed and the 
commission paid, and everything is 
lovely. 


A valet in court proceedings the 


other day tehtlfiod that a, tailor had 
offered him ?ru) a >oa.r if he would 
double tho amount of clothes to be 
ordered by liis c-mplojer, and tho 
tailor assured him this could be eas- 
ily brought about by tho valot skil- 
fully mbblnji tho knees of his em- 
ployer's trousfrs and the olbows of 
his omplojor's coats with a littlo In- 
strument of roughened wood, which 
would speedily mako tho garmouts 
look worn and threadbare. Tho tail- 
or supplied the \alot with the Insiru- 
niont froo, and carefully iu.strunted 
him how to uso it.

At present Germany is not an ah- 


solu'.o t-mjilre. but a confederation of 
somo score of so\ereign slates, who 
lj:.vo combined on tho basis of a com- 
mon nationality to presf-nt a uniiod 
from 10 foreign countries. Th."- <;<-r- 
mail emperor, unlike the emperors of 
Russia and Austria, is nothing moix- 
than the herc-dltary president of ih-° 
confederation of ttt-rnian slates. The 
O.-rmau emperor HS such Is strictly 
const itutlonal monarch, and it i^ as 
king of Prussia that he enjoys such 
c-steiisive power over his subjects. 


The present king has contrived to 


make us forgot most of these facts. 
He Is himifclf so prominent a figure 
in the affairs of his country that the 
world has almost forgotten the exist- 
ence of all the remaining German 
n'.onarchs 
who are, 
theoretically, 


quite equal to tho emperor in rank 
and dignity. 


Apart from the kaiser thore aro 20 


independent monarchs In Germany — 
three, kings, six grand dukes, four 
d:ikos and seven reigning prlncee. 
Some of these states are so small 
that the maintenance of their sover- 
eign rights Is an absurdity In the 
twentieth century. 
Their existence 


dates from the times when Central 
Europe was dotted with large num- 
bers of small feudal states, each 
ruled by its own petty monarch. 


Each of these sovereign German 


statx-s has a population less than that 
of New York and Chicago. The king- 
dom of Wurttemberg has a popula- 
tion of a little more than 2,000,000. 
the kingdom of Saxony a lit.tle more 
than -1,000,000, and the kingdom of 
Bavaria a little more than C, 000, 000, 
and all these states are overshad- 
owed bv Prussia with Its population 
of 3.", 000, 000. 
Apart from the Im- 


perial chancellor, Prince Bulow, and 
tho central federal government, Ger- 
many possesses 20 prime ministers, 
20 cabinets, 20 royal courts and 18 
parliaments, for two German states, 
Mecklenburg-Schwcrin and Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz, 
arc 
absolute 
mon- 


archies 
governed 
by their grand 


dukes without any assistance from 
elected representatives of the people. 


The. cost of maintaining all these 


monarchies with tlieir courts and 
households is a heavy financial bur- 
den for the German nation. The king 
of Bavaria receives an Income of 
51,500,000. the king of Saxony an 
Income of $1,000,000 and the king 
of Wurttemberg an income of $600,- 
000 per annum. The grand duke of 
Baden, the grand duke of Hesse, the 
grand duke of jle.oklonburg-Sch.Wcr- 
In, the grand duke of Saxe-Weimar 
and the duke of Anhalt each receive 
incomes varying from $250,000 to 
$300,000 a year. The duko of Saxe- 
Mcinmgen. the duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha and the duke of Saxe-AHen- 
burg receive incomes varying from 
$150,000 to $200.000, and the re- 
maining German monarchs receive 
an average of $125,000 per annum. 


The 20 monarchs between them 


own 
1ir> royal palaces, which, to- 


gether with the Miree do7on palaces 
owned by the kaiser as king of Prus- 
sia, makes a total of l,"0 palaces 
dotted all over Germany. These pal- 
aces are surrounded by parks with a 
total area of 25,000 acres, all of 
which Is, of course, lying wrasted, so 
fir as productive purposes are con- 
corned. In tho smaller German states 
the cost of maintaining the monarch 
amounts to about ?2 per head of the 
population, or $S per head of family, 
a heavy burden on a population 
whk h is by no moans prosperous. 


The 20 royal courts in Germany 


aro effective supports of reactionary 
politics p.nd personal snobbery. 
The 


little Gorman courts have been fruit- 
ful of all sorts of queer situations 
and scandals. Tho throne of Davaria 
has boon occupied for tho last 20 
jonrs by a raving madman, who 
crawls a'lout on his hands and knees, 
barks like a dog and oats his food off 
the ground. Nevertheless, this being, 
although more boast than man, is his 
Majesty King Oito of Uavaria by di- 
vine rircht. 
His predecessor, King 


Louis, was 
also

lunatic, 
and 


drowned ln;n.S( 11". Tho f u t u r e king of 
Bavaria. Pritic;' Kuppnvht. has boon 
Involved in mairii,ionialscaiidals,aiid

A curious feature about all those 


Hi tie German 
courts which cost so 


much and which, produce so many 
riamlals calculated to discredit mon- 
archical institutions, Is thai they are 
p.M-ely ornamental. Although all the 
l i ' i l o monarchs theoretically possess 
sovereign powers the} aro as a niat- 
tei of fact nothing more than vassals 
of the emperor. It is true that the 
"HUH ror can declare war, conclude 
trtaties, and promiilg.ito laws In the 
n.nnie of tho empire only with tho 
consent ot the federal council, but 
the eo.iin-n is absoluiily controlled 
by his own country of Prussia.

Thu» 
it will be seen that asphalt forms not 
exccf-ding 3.3 per cent of the materials 
of p.n American asphalt pavement, an* 
ranges as low as 1 S per cent when as- 
phalts rich in bitumen are used. Fully 
Oi) per cent of the American asphalt. 
pavements may be termed an artificial 
bituminous sandstone, the wearing 
surface being 00 per cent sand and 111 
per cent bituminous mastic. 


The European asphalts, until within 


a few years ago, were all made from 
the crushed powder of a. natural lime- 
stone, of which 90 per cent is very 
finely crushed limestone, and 10 pet 
cent is bituminous mastic. These a&- 
phalts were compact, hut very slip- 
pery, the gradients upon which thejj 
can he used being limited ia conse- 
quence. This, in the early literature) 
upon asphalt pavements, gave, rise to 
the statement that they could not be 
used upon greater than 2 per cent. 
grades. Experience has demonstrated 
that the American asphalt pavements 
are practical for any traffic upon. 
grades up to 5 per cent, and with short 
sections at intervals upon, grades very 
much steeper, in fact, as steep as 18 
per cent. 


Until within a few years the wearing; 


capacity of an asphalt pavement was 
considered so limited as to confine its 
use to parks and light traffic streets. 
Pavements laid in European cities, no- 
tably in Paris, by an American com- 
pany in 1886, based upon the sand and 
bituminous composite, failed complete- 
ly to meet the dense traffic encount- 
ereed, and within six months after be- 
ing laid the remnants were ordered r&- 
moved. 


Within the past ten years successful 


asphalt pavements have been laid, by. 
the same American company in Lon- 
don, Glasgow and Paris, and the gran- 
ite pavement of several New York 
city streets have been successfully «n<J 
satisfactorily displaced with American 
asphalt pavements. 


Up to 1S93 asphalt specifications 


were practically closed to the use ot 
all asphalts but one, that coming from 
one portion of Trinidad island, on th« 
South American coast Engineers of 
the cities had limited knowledge of tht 
subject in preparing specifications and 
placed dependence mainly upon th$ 
guaranteed period of maintenance, in. 
spection of the asphalt portion cf tke 
pavement being a farce. The author, 
believing that better progress could bt 
made and lower prices obtained, pre- 
pared in 1893 specifications for the city. 
of Omaha, admitting all asphalts under 
the usual bond and guarantee provi- 
sions. lu order to succeed in his ef- 
forts it beca.me necessary to indues 
Washington, New York, Chicago, Den-. 
ver and other cities to co-operate, 
which was done and proved successful. 
Litigation followed, and each attempt 
of those early in the field was met with 
stubborn resistance, but the opposition 
to open specifications proved futile, sad 
a field for asphalts from the mines 
of California, Utah, Kentucky, Vene- 
zuela and other localities, in. addition 
to those of Trinidad, was developed, 
Prices, however, as a result of bitter 
competition, became ruinous, the cost 
-of paving dropping in 1895 and 1897 in 
many localities, fully 60 per cent Th« 
public was the ultimate winner, from 
the more general knowledge gained and 
thp outcome has not only been better 
pavements from tbe Trlndad product, 
but also a keener knowledge of the 
whole subject, and good pavements are 
now made from artificial asphalt pro- 
duced from residuums of the California 
oil, and also from asphalt from Vene- 
zuela, Cuba and other other sources.— 
G<jod Roads Magazine.

THE JEALOUSIES OF NATIONS 


Tte principle of the Monroe Doc- 


trine seems to appeal to the 'wise men 
of other nations when that principle 
can be advantageously applied. 


For instance, Japan has adopted a 


policy in the Far East very similar 
to that which the United States has 
for many years maintained 
in 
the 


Western Hemisphere. " England has 
no such policy of her own, although 
there have been indications that she 
would like to establish one in rela- 
tion, to Persia, Afghanistan, 
Thibet 


and other countries from which an at- 
tack might be made on India. She is, 
morever, virtually bound 
to 
assist 


Japan in maintaining the policy which 
has been announced since tbe end of 
the -war with Russia. 


England, too, it will be remembered, 


has formally recognized our Monroe 
Doctrine as international 
law. 
No 


other nation has officially done this, 
although they all respect our tradi- 
tional policy. There is reason for the 
suspicion that England considers the 
maintenance of the Monroe Doctrine 
advantageous to herself as well as to 
the United States. England's posses- 
sions in this part of the world are al- 
ready as extensive as they are ever 
likely to be and it is to England's ad- 
vantage -to limit the possessions of 
oth-er nations. 


The latest disciples of 
President 


Monroe are the statesmen of France. 
They earnestly desire for their coun- 
try privileges in Morocco which would 
amount to the establishment of 
Monroe like policy 'with France as the 
party of the first and Morocco as th.fr 
party of the second pan. 
Germany 


opposes the plans of France and it is 
•with the hope of reconciling the con- 
flicting claims of the two nations that 
the present conference is being held at 
Algeciras, Spain. 


Germany, in this instance poses as 


the opponent of the policy of exclu- 
slvene'ss, just as she has always, as 
far as she has dared, been the oppo- 
nent of the Monroe Doctrine and the 
opponent of Japan's plans in the East 
Germany herself, however, would be 
the first to take measures to strength 
en herself 
whenever her 
influence 


might be predominant.

York Harbor laat week Jia« devel- 
oped an interest more than local. 
The affair hat been reported to 
the Maine Historical Society and 
that body ha* expressed its inten- 
tion of making an investigation to 
discover if possible the identity of 
the person buried and ascertain 
any historic facts that may be 
disclosed in connection with It, 


- There is need at the outset of care- 
ful examination by an expert to de- 
termine if possible the sex and age 
of the bones, and what length of time 
approximately they may have been in- 
terred. 
* 


No records have yet been found 


that would throw much of any light 
upon the situation. There are some 
who affirm their belief that the skele- 
ton is that of a man, who was hanged 
on Gallows Point more than a hun- 
dred years ago and whose name Is 
said to have been 
Seymour. 
The 


crime for which this person Is said 
to have been convicted is that of the 
drowning of a child in York river. 


The Transcript on Feb. 3, 1905 pub- 


lished an interview with Mrs. Han- 
nah Kingsbury 
who 
is 
ninety-six 


years of age and York's oldest resi- 
dent. In this interview, speaking of 
the many interesting court trials held 
here in the early part of the last cen- 
tury she refers particularly to one of 
which she says: '•! can remember a 
Captain Stevens whose wife left him 
with a little child. Some people saw 
him go out in a boat and drown the 
baby, and that case attracted much 
attention at the time." From this the 
inference is gathered that 
Stevens 


may have been convicted and hung, 
arid this incident may have been con- 
founded with that 
known as 
the 


"Seymour" affair. 


At the present time Mrs. Kingsbury 


is too ill to be approached upon the 
subject, and probably is not in condi- 
tion to remember the facts associated 
with that case. 


F. C. Moody has found in an old 


book in his possession brief reference 
to a woman having been hung on Gal- 
lows Point in 1€44, but without any 
facts bearing upon. It is hardly prob- 
able; however, that the bones could 
have been preserved in the condition 
they were found for a period of over 
262 years. 


It is possible that further 
resarch 


may bring to light some information 
that will lead to a true knowledge of 
the circumstances.
